Groups I-X, claims 1-7, 10-11 and 15-20, drawn to an isolated polynucleotide, host cell, 
transformed plant and seed, and a method of expressing a lepidopteran-active toxin protein, 
wherein 

Group I is drawn to the polynucleotide encoding SEQ ID NO:4; 
Group II is drawn to the polynucleotide encoding SEQ ID NO:6; 
etc. 

Group XI-XXX, claims 8-9 and 12-13, drawn to an isolated insecticidal protein and a 
method of using it to control a lepidopteran insect pest, wherein 
Group XI is drawn to a protein of SEQ ID NO:4; 
Group XII is drawn to a protein of SEQ ID NO:4; 
etc. 

Group XXXI-XL, claim 14, drawn to a method for detecting a nucleotide sequence in a 
sample, wherein 

Group XXXI is drawn to us use of primers based on SEQ ID NO:3; 
Group XXXII is drawn to us use of primers based on SEQ ID NO:5; 
etc. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-XL do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-XL appears to be a polynucleotide that encodes a 
Bacillus thuringiensis insecticidal toxin protein. However, Schnepf et al. (US Patent No. 
6,107,278, Published August 22, 2000) teach polynucleotides encoding Bacillus thuringiensis 
insecticidal toxin proteins. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I-XL does not constitute 
a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over 
the prior art. 

Applicant is reminded that a determination regarding unity of invention is made without 
regard to whether a group of inventions is claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a 
single claim (MPEP 1893(d), last paragraph).
